MAST-LIKE PROJECTION ON THE BOW PORTION OF THE DECK, HOWEVER, 
SOMETHING IS PECULIAR ABOUT THIS, AS IF THE MAST HAS BEEN 1) BROKEN 
OFF 2) BROKEN AND REPAIRED OR 3) CONTAINING, OR HAVING ATTACHED TO
